These 
are eucalyptus oil and scale remover. 
The factory u kept running uii;ut sad 
day. It turns out about five yulloni ol 
oil and thirty barrels of scale- re mover 
every twenty-four hours. The oil iu us 
Unretiiied Slide, si-lh remit ty nt from $3 
to §10 per gallon, aud the scale-remover 
bring* $35 per barrel of flfiy gallons. 
When refined the oil brings very hi"h 
prices. It la used extensively aa a medi- 
cine in a certain class of diseases, and ia 
mainly bought ami refined by druggists, 
who use it in thn preparation of "it.ire" 
remedies. Eucalyptus oil is getting a 
big reputation among all thedociors. 
Arrangements aro now making to Pell 
iliesu pjoducts on an extensive scale in 
Europe. 
All the large sie.im works buy 


the extract or seale-iemover to remove 
scales from the boilers.
